VII, Au Acccntit of a Woman, who zoidacl the 
greatefi fart of a Foetus by the ftnvd. By 
Mr Cbnilophcr Birbcck. 

ONe Raper's Wife, in a Town called Coxwold, 12 
miles iiom Tork, falling in Labour of Child Birth, 
the Midwife ufing her endeavour extracted the Secun- 
dine, it offering firft, and could not by her beft skill 
perceive any thing elfe remaining : The Womans body 
falling, and for fome days being pretty eafie, and the 
Womb contracted, the Midwife took this Secundine to 
be a Mola or falfe Conception, but in about a weeek 
more (he began to difcharge plenty of Faetid Matter by 
die Vagina, which continued, and in procefs of time 
(he felt a troublefom hardnefs on the Hjpogajirium,, 
which increas'd daily for above 6 weeks, by which the 
Woman was brought fo low, they defpaired of her Life, 
this lump, hardnefs and forenefs wrought upwards to the 
Regio Vmbilicalk, I luppofe it continued there fixt 
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for about a month; at length being exceeding painful, 
the Neighbouring Gentlewomen took it for a great Boil 
or Apoirerne, and apply'd what they ufnally do in fucli 
cafes, to ?fli(T irsfuppuration, and breaking, which had 
its effect, and it broke upon ("or rather under) the Nave], 
diiih;.rgcd then (and afterwards) a great quantity of a 
thin F;:'-id and dif coloured Liquor. The part about it 
mo'tifed. and the Ulcer in larked to that bigntfs, that a 
Mans hand might be introduced therein ; it ecu -ii-ncd- ;. x- 
cceding painful, and emitted inch an exceeding (tench, 
thar-rehher hcr(cii (being extresmly weak and fain)) nor 
any body elfe could incuue to look on it 5 a Gran time 
after they found feme little Bones wrought out. of it, at 
which they were amazed, and fhewed them to me,I round 
them to be the bones ofaChilds Finger, which, made 
rne curious of going to fee her, which was gladly ac- 
cepted, the Woman being very poor. When I examined 
it I perceived the F&tus in a confuse! heap or mortified' 
lump, tor with my Probe I felt feveral Bones, and at 
that time extracted (after ! had feparated and dilated the 
mortification about it) above half the Ribs, fome Ver- 
tebre's of the Back and other Bones, and cut out above 
a pound of the Childs mortified fubftance, as black as 
Ink, with an extream naufeous fmell, that every 2d or 
3d day for a month (beginning on E.ijler Simdaj laft,) 1 
extracted what 1 could, being forced to do it very delibe- 
rately, by reafon of the exceeding weaknefs of the Wo- 
man, who had certainly dyed ia the operation, had I 
forcibly extracted it, and not given her time, for we 
were obliged every moment to fupport her with Cordi- 
als, and after every operation flie found hcrfelf light- 
fomer, and by degrees fweeter, which gave me hopes of 
lier recovery, which before I had no thoughts of. For 1 
not only the Lima Alba, and Mufcles 1 f the Abdomen, 
but the Peritoneum and Omentum was mortified to a 
great breadth, and the imcirincs lay fairly in view, and 
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expofed to the air a long time. When 1 had extracted 
part, and had a plentiful difcharge of thin Faetid Matter, 
the other difcharge downwards began to Ieflen and abate, 
fo that I endeavoured to affift it by bandage and com- 
preffes, with deterging and drying injections up the Vagi- 
na, by which means in little time I had no difcharge 
that way, and. thofe parts became fhortly perfe&ly well, 
and in fonie time after the Ulcer feparaied (wich the af- 
fiftance oi Fomentations, good Digeftives and Mundifi- 
xatives, ) from its Putrifa&ion, cdn traded and united 
wonderfully, and haui now been quit 2 cicatrized near 3 
months ago, all the whole Abdomen being foft,eafie and 
well conditionU The.yVoman laboured all this Seafon at 
Hay and Harveft. 

I prefume by the forcible extraction of the Secundine, 
the uterus hid bee,: Lacerated md fo Ulcerated^ the Wo- 
man being extremely weak, and conftandy lying in Bed, 
gave the moie liberty for its working upwards : But I 
fubmit my opinion to better Judgments ; f have all the 
Bones ( except fome few loft ) at my Lodgings at Eajtug- 
would, 9 miles from York,, to the Northward 5 where I 
have continued ever fince I was difcharg'd from his Ma- 
jefties Ship Medtvaji at Plymouth, of which I was Chy- 
rurgeon near 5 years. 
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
